LONDON—(WNS)—Of the 9,000 Jewish refugee children, 
who found haven in Great Britain since 1933, 129 have been 
converted to Christianity, it was disclosed here this week at 


hoodlums in the attack. 

Both of the suspects, one a 
scotch high-school boy who 
made the threat, the other a 22- 
year-old Dutch-Irish youth, are 
now in the city prison awaiting 
trial next week before the grand 
jury.

JERUSALEM—Haganah strat- 
egy unfolded this week as a fur- 
ther bid for control of communi- 
cation lines between the UN-des- 
ignated areas of the Jewish state 
and particularly for control of 
the approaches to Jerusalem and 
its 100,000 Jews. 

Jewish forces in the Jerusalem 
area repulsed two major Arab 
attacks and strengthened the 
Jewish grip on the road between 
Tel Aviv and. Jerusalem, scene 
of some of the most savage fight- 
ing in the Jewish defense against 
invading Arabs. 

A raid led by Emil Ghoury, 
member of the Palestine Arab 
Higher Committee, Mufti 
henchman and new military 
commander of the Jerusalem 
Arab forces ended in a rout, 
and death for one Briton and 
several Arabs. Ghoury led a 
raid on a Poale Mizrachi set- 
tlement near Jerusalem. 


Some 500 food trucks arrived 
at Jerusalem from Tel Aviv aft- 
er a battle near Bab El Wad in 
which eight of the trucks were 
disabled.

JWV officials promptly retorted that the de- 
tractors were attempting to “feather their 
nests” and were resentful of any “outsiders” 
‘tering the relief picture. 

They said the Friendship Train was “noth- 

8 more nor less than a goodwill gesture from 
the people of America to the people of Cyprus 
and Palestine.” 

_ The JWV officials added that the rank-and- 









for the proposal has exceeded the fondest hopes 
of the JWV, it was said. 

One organization official who has thrown his 
support behind the proposal is Frank Goldman, 
president of the B’nai B’rith. Goldman pledged 
the wholehearted cooperation of B’nai B’rith as 
a group.

Train officials in Washington have divided 
the country into seven areas from which food 
and clothing will be collected. New York City 
comprises one separate area headed by Sol 
Masch, national vice commander of the Jewish 
War Veterans. 

JWV officials emphasized that the appeal 
for assistance will not be made to Jews 
alone in the country. All Americans will be 
asked to share, and the political implications 
of Zionism will not be involved, Block said.

JERUSALEM—If reports of ap- 
pearances of units of the Trans- 
jordan Arab Legion in the Pal- 
estine fighting are true, the event 
was seen by military observers 
this week as opening possibili- 
ties for major changes in the 
four-months old battle. 


King Abdullah of Transjordan 
announced his intention of com- 
mitting his 20,000-man Legion 
after Fawzi Kaukuji fled from 
the Mishmar Haemek battle- 
field to Amman, capital of Trans- 
jordan. Fawzi’s 1.500-man army 
was decisively beaten last week. 


Until now, the experts point- 
ed out, Abdullah has remained 
out of the fighting and out of 
the debate among Arab lead- 
ers for a united Arab front 
against partition. 


As a puppet of Great Britain, 
which placed him on the throne 
and trained and officered his le- 
gion, Abdullah has quietly nur- 
tured hopes for smashing the ex- 
Mufti and for seizing Arab Pales- 
tine and adding it to Transjor- 
dan. 


Baitle Going Badly 
If Abdullah really throws any 
major portion of his Legion into 
the fight, observers said, the bat- 
tle must be going badly for the 
Arab guerillas imported and led 
by the Mufti. 


The observers said that se- 
vere military reversals for the 
Mufti’s forces might give Ab- 
dullah his long-sought chance 
to destroy the Mufti’s control 
and take Arab Palestine at one 
blow. 


It was assumed this would be 
done with British approval but 
it was also pointed out that the 
whole strategy of British empire- 
building in the Arab countries 
might be imperiled if the Trans- 
jordan legion, the only major 
military force in the Arab coun- 
tries, was decisively beaten. 

Such a disaster, the observers 
pointed out, would clear the way 
for Syrian hopes for a Greater 
Syria and force England to re- 
vise completely its plans for an 
Arab bastion against Russian ex- 
pansionist hopes in the Middle 
East. 


Bid to Split U.S. Zionists 
Seenin U:S. Trustee Plan

LAKE SUCCESS—The United 
States offer to a special session 


of the United States General AS- 
sembly of a trusteeship plan con- 
tained changes to make it more 
palatable to the Jews. 

Neutral observers said the 


plan appeared designed to win 
the support of non-Zionists and 
to split the Zionist united front 
against trusteeship and for a Jews 
ish government. 

The U. S. provisions for im- 
migration and land purchase 
substantially wiped out Brit- 
ish white paper restrictions but 
other phases of the plan seem- 
ed to bar a Jewish state for an 
indefinite period, though the 
UL. S. set a tentative three- 
year limit for trusteeship. 
Enforcement would be handled 

by a troop contingent on which 
the U. S. promised help but 
U. S. chief delegate Warren Aus- 
tin emphasized that the U. §S, 
would not do the enforcement 
job alone. This provision opened 
the way for British troops to re- 
main in Palestine after expira- 
tion of the Mandate, a long-range 
aim of British imperial policy in 
Palestine. 

On the crucial issues of immi- 
gration and land purchase, the 
U. S. plan called for immigration 
on the basis of the absorptive 
capacity of the land, with a fixed 
number of DPs to be permitted 
entry each month for a period 
not exceeding two years. 

Under the U. S. plan, the White 
Paper ban on land sales institut- 
ed by the British would be wiped 
out. 

Austin’s proposals would 
make a Governor General vir- 

tual dictator for Palestine, re- 
sponsible only to the UN Trus- 
teeship Council. 

The new proposals set a defi- 
nite time limit on trusteeship, 
providing it would end either as 
soon as the UN General Assem- 
bly approved a plan of governe 
ment accepted by both Jews and 
Arabs, or at the end of three 
years if the Trusteeship Coune 


_ cil approved a plan okayed by 


a majority of Jews and Arabs in 
Palestine. 

Since’ the plan would operate 
through the Trusteeship Council, 
of which Russia is not a meme 
ber, the main goal of Anglo- 
American policy—keeping 
sian troops out of the Middle 
East--would be achieved.

ot prejudiced people man- 
age to evade the message of 
goodwill and tolerance propagan- 
da seems to be fairly well estab- 
lished, experimentally, The next 
question is: WHY do such people 
use this technique of evasion? 

The evidence that they do-was 
lustrated last week in this de- 
Partment in a report on “The 
Evasion of Propaganda,” by Eu- 
nice Cooper and Marie Jahoda, 
in the Journal of Psychology for 
January, 1947. 

Two Different Questions 

The first thing to notice is that 
the question—why do prejudiced 
persons use this technique of eva- 
sion—is not the same thing as 
the question: why are bigots big- 
oted. As the two research work- 
ers pointed out, the avowed and 
open ,anti-Semite is beyond the 

reach of any such effort. 

They are concerned’ with 
People who have conflicts about 
their prejudices and who, at 
the same time, have the prej- 
udices deeply rooted in their 
personalities. 

The two research workers ad- 
mit that their theoretical discus- 
sion of their findings is merely 
an attempt to set up some ex- 
pert guesses. The effort is based 
on the idea that evasion is a cul- 
tural pattern, or, putting it an- 
other way, that such evasions are

They find several features of 
this process which they believe 
help to explain why some types 
of personalities struggle farrious- 
ly to evade goodwill and toler- 
ance messages. 
1, FEAR OF ISOLATION AND 
THREAT TO THE EGO. 


The authors contend that in 
our society practically all per- 
sons depend on membership in 


groups for both their physical 
well being and psychological sup- 
port. People rely on group codes 
and group values as guides for 
their behavior. Everybody 
wonts to “belong” and do “the 
right thing.” 

Psychologically, the person 
who evades a message with 
which he disagrees is using a 
defense mechanism. Such mech- 
anisms start operating when- 
ever the person feels that his 
self-confidence is in danger, 
Though the steps by which he 
evades the message are compli- 
cated—as the experiments re- 
ported on last week demon- 
strate—they are not nearly as 
complicated as the personal 
discomfort and even embar- 
rassment the prejudiced person 
would feel if he faced the issue 
squarely. 

A Tough Situation 

To the prejudiced person, the 
printed word attacking his prej- 
udice is an attack on his ego, say 
the authors. His problem is dou- 
ble. On the one hand, here is a 
message on tolerance. It carries 
the authority of the printed word 
and the approval of a large part 
of society. On the other hand, 
acceptance of the message 
“threatens the individual’s secur- 
ity in the group to which he feels 
he belongs and which supports 
his present ideas,” A nasty situ- 
ation, clearly. 

The authors add that the evi- 
dence seems to indicate a rela- 
tionship between rationaliza- 
tion of prejudice and evasion.

2 THE MULTIPLICITY OF 
VALUE SITUATIONS. 

Under this heading, the authors 
point to the fact that in our so- 
ciety people frequently belong to 
groups with differing sets of val- 
ues. The spectacle of the busi- 
nessman who champions progres- 
sive causes but refuses to hire 
Jews or Negroes is not exactly 
a rare one, 

There are, logically. two meth- 
ods of dealing with such a dou- 
ble system of values. One is to 
recognize and resolve the con- 
tradictions in some manner (in 
the case of the businessman, 
either dropping his progressive 
activities or stopping his employ- 
ment discrimination). The _ sec- 
ond is to evade the contradictions 
by dividing one’s life into separate 
little compartments and keeping 
them apart. This is far easier 
than the first method and widely 
used in our society. 

As the authors put it, “There 
exists in our society a culturally 
conditioned habit of evasion, a 
product of the fact that each in- 
dividual is compelled to partici- 
pate in many different groups, 
each of which has its own more 
or less well defined value sys- 
tems,”

INDIANA BB LODGE WINS 
SUPPORT IN ASSEMBLY FIGHT

SOUTH BEND, Ind.—Louis Marshall Lodge No. 1130 of East 
Chicago, Ind., this week resumed its fight against B’nai B’rith re 
jection of affiliation with the proposed American Jewish Assembly 
and won the backing of a group of Northern Indiana lodges for its 


stand. 

The East Chicago lodge won 
support of lodges from Ft. Wayne 
South Bend, Elkhart, Hammond 
and Michigan City for a resolu- 
tion demanding that the order’s 
Supreme Lodge reconsider its ac- 
tion in rejecting affiliation. 

The resolution placed the north- 
ern Indiana group of the Indiana 
state association of B’nai B’rith 
on record as deploring “the ac- 
tion of the Supreme Lodge as be- 
ing contrary to the ideals and 
principles of B’nai B’rith of 
uniting Jewry.” 

The northern Indiana _resolu- 
tion was milder than the original 
blast of the Louis Marshal lodge 
which last March 12 accused the 
Grand Lodge of “arbitrary and

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Hadasscth Charges British Troops Looked On As Arabs Killed Yassky 


sree EW YORK—The charge that the British troops stood 100 
yards. from the Jewish medical convoy and watched the Arabs 
kill 45 Jews, headed by Dr. Chaim Yassky, director of the Hadas- 
sah Medical Organization in Palestine, is made by Mrs. Samuel Jo. 
Rosensohn, chairman of the National Medical Committee of Ha- 
dassah. 

Writing a eulogy to the famous Palestine physician, Mrs. Ro- 
sensohn said: 


“The blood guilt which stains the Arab marauders who per- 
petrated this deed also covers the British authorities in Jeru- 
salem who knew the convoy was assembling in the city, whose 
troops stood 100 yards from the blazing vehicles in which the vic- 
tims were tropped, who prevented the Haganah from coming to 
their rescue. The British Army did not intervene when the Arabs 
attacked the peaceful medical mission with hand grenades and 
gutomatic arms at 9:40 Tuesday morning. They waited until noon 
when 45 Jews had been killed, 17 so badly charred that they could 
not be identified, and 23 wounded.” 


Mrs. Rosensohn credited Dr. Yassky with making Jewish in- 
fant mortality in Palestine the lowest in the world and with prac 
tically eradicating trachoma, which was a blinding scourge when 
he first began his work.

JERUSALEM—Top Hadassah officials here flatly accused Brit- 
ish troops and police with being accessories in the massacre of 
the Hadassah medical convoy. 

The total number of Jews who perished in the wanton at- 
tack was set later at 64. Of these 37 were killed by Arab machine- 
gun fire and 27 were burned alive when the Jewish trucks were 
set afire by a “fire bomb“ assault, 

The Hadassah officials said that the British prevented Haganah 
troops from providing help by setting two armored ears across a 
road leading to the scene. 

The dead included five doctors, five nurses, four professors, 
three medical orderlies, seven members of the Hadassah hospital 
staff and three patients. 

The Jewish Agency said the British army did not intervene 
in the massacre until more than two hours after it started. 

Dr. Yassky was sitting next to the driver of an ambulance 
when the Arabs began their assault. 

One bullet nicked his leg. Another hit him in the face. A third 
bullet hit him in the stomach. 


Realizing he was mortally wounded, he asked for morphine 


and died. 
The other passengers including Dr. Yassky’s wife, were mir- 
sehasiahattied rescued.

A Homely Interpretation of Pesach 


‘A is still in the kitchen tending to last minute culinary details; 
the rest of the family is gathering in the living room. Every 
few moments the doorbell rings, and another member of the clan 
enters, greeted warmly by brothers and sisters and cousins. Ah, it 
peen a long time since the whole family has been together like 
oe Not since—no, not since last Pesach has there been such a re- 
ga what a happy to-do there is. Notes and comments are ex- 
changed: Harry is losing more hair; Rae has lost 
weight; how did the children come through the 
winter? Has anybody heard from Aunt Sarah in 
California? The mood is warm and pleasant and 
friendly, and continues in the same spirit when the 
family gathers around the table. 

Papa eyes the Seder plate critically to ensure 
presence of all necessary ceremonial objects. Last 
year she forgot the hard-boiled egg; the year be- 
fore, the salt water. This time everything is in 
order. He lifts the glass of wine, and the voices 
are stilled; fingers nimbly turn the pages of the 
Hagadah to find the proper page; the Seder has begun.

THERE ARE GRINS and winks when pop breaks the mjddle 
Matzoh, and serreptitously slips a piece under the cushion of his 
chair, Little Miriam pretends she does not see, but the moment pop 
jeaves the room to wash his hands she dashes to the head of the 
table. The afikomen is hers! 

And the Four Questions! The family holds its collective breath 
as young Morris quaveringly repeats the lines he has been learning 
for weeks. Papa beams with pride, and goes on with the reading 
of the Hagadah. His voice rises and falls in sing-song intonation as 
he becomes immersed in the ancient lines, and at the other end of 
the table several quiet conversations ensue, continuing the small 
talk begun in the living room, 

Pa considers himself a progressive, a modern. He interrupts 
the Hebrew evefy now and then to offer English explanation, or to 
eall attention to the illustrations in his Raskin Hagadah. Those who 
have only Maxwell House Coffee editions lean over to see, The 
prayers go on, and the buzz of conversation increases. No one no- 
tices when ma goes back into the kitchen to get things ready. Every 
ence in a while she comes to the doorway; nu, how soon will they 
be ready?

FINALLY THE MOMENT arrives. Several of the women folk 
hurry to help in the kitchen—and the meal is served. What a meal! 
The steaming food seems more delicious than it has ever been, and 
it is eaten at such a leisurely and unhurried pace. Who ever heard 
of a Pesach Seder meal which was eaten in less than two hours? 

Voices rise loudly again, competing with the clatter of silver- 
ware—and then the inevitable little shriek as someone spills his 
glass of wine across the tablecloth. After all, who ever heard of 
going through an entire Seder without upsetting at least one glass 
of wine? 

Pop has difficulty getting the ceremonial part of the Seder 
started again. He finally redeems the afikomen, speeds through more 
pages of the Hagadah, sends another youngster to hold the front 
door open “so Elijah can come in,” and continues through. 

And the singing! I think every Jewish family has its own ver- 
sion of some of the Seder songs, but our own melodies seem to be 
a precious posession. How enviously the visitors sit by and listen 
as we all join in the chorus of one or another of the old favorites 
which are sung but once a year at this festal board. 

The end of the meal, the helping in the kitchen with the dishes, 
the further exchange of gossip and comment in the living room 
until finally they begin to leave, one by one. Keep well! Why don’t 
you visit us more often? Why not call? Let’s not be strangers! Well, 
at least we know we'll meet again at next year’s Seder, God willing.

WHAT FULL AND pleasant memories we all have of the Seder 
~-the Seder of our childhood, when we used to watch Elijah’s glass 
of wine with vigilant eye to detect the exact moment when he 
sipped from it; the Seder of our own maturity, when we preside 
over a family circle which grows in size frem year to year. The 
customs and the rituals, quite apart from their solemn religious 
significance, have a special meaning to us, serving as the distinc- 
tive elements which help to make the Seder different from all 
other nights. Even those who pretend to scoff at theology must ad- 
mit that deep in their hearts they love the charosess, the finger- 
dipping of the wine, and the other customs which endear themselves 
because of their quaintness. 

Pesach is a family holiday rich in memories and love and loy- 
alty. Let us preserve it so, that our children may accumulate their 
own fuli share of memories to enrich their lives in years to come. 
How much poorer we would al] be without such family memories!

Summary of Report 
Warburg, who went to Paris 
to atend a meeting of JDC dir- 
ectors from 19 countries in Eur- 
ope, the Middle East and North 
Africa, issued the special appeal. 


He warned that the Jewish 
child survivors of Hitlerism 
“will lose their only chance for 
a decent and healthy future if 
the Jews of America do not 
send large scale help this year 
through the United Jewish Ap- 
peal.” 

“It becomes increasingly clear,” 
he wrote, “that 1948 is the year 
in which all our past efforts to 
reconstruct the lives af ate ope's 
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Jewish survivors will meet with 
either success or failure.’ 
We Are With Them 

He appealed to Morgenthau to 
“impress American Jewry with 
the urgency of rushing all pos- 
sible aid to the DP camps immedi- 
ately so as to show our homeless 
Jewish people that we are behind 
them with all our hearts and 
souls through the UJA.” 

He said that for the 1,000,000 
Jews of Europe living outside the 
DP camps, the JDC reconstruc- 
tion projects “have already set 
nearly a quarter of a million Jews 
well on the road to self-support.”

OW that our eldest is approaching the ripe age of nine and 

beginning to discover girls, I decided it was time for me to

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“SPECIALIST CAUTIONS PARENTS 


NOT TO FORCE CHILD TRAINING 


By RUTH PALLER 

F study of child development at Parent- 

Teacher meetings does nothing else it 
transforms the raising of children from a 
chore to a challenge. 

Mothers of kindergartners who attend the 
Kiddy Kamp at the Kirshbaum Community Cen- 
ter in Indianapolis recently had an opportuni- 
ty to discuss their questions with Prof. Louis 
Nie child specialist at the Indiana University 
Medical Center, when he came to speak on 
problems in the emotional development of the 
child. One of the matters he stressed was 
the importance of the time element in all 
child training. 

Our youngsters’ development is always an 
absorbing topic of conversation and we moth- 
ers never lose an opportunity to compare 
notes. According to Dr. Nie, our children are 
frequently the victims of their mothers’ pen- 
chant for discussing them. 

Upon hearing that Betsy is completely toi- 
let trained at 18 months, Bobby’s mother feels 
that she is lacking in her duty if she doesn’t 
go right home and insist that Bobby follow 
suit. She completely disregards the fact that 
in this matter, Bobby is’ not ready. His rate 
of development is different and the only thing 
she will accomplish by insistence upon imme- 
diate perfection is upsetting herself and the 
child. 

Each youngster develops at his own rate 
and is ready to do each thing in his own good 
time. If we mothers will accept that fact and 
not measure our children by their neighbor’s 
yardstick, we will find habit-training of every 
kind much easier. 

When our little one-tell fibs, and we are 
disturbed, Prof. Nie advises that we take ac- 
count of the fact that some children have a 
conception of what lying is and others, at the 
same age, do not. They are simply exercising 
their imaginations which are just beginning 
to interest them. Or they may even be trying 
to gain our attention by tall stories which 
shock us into giving them the desired hearing. 
Instead of being angry, it is up to us to find 
out why the stories are being told, correcting 
the underlying cause, if there is one, or help- 
ing our children recognize the difference be- 
tween truth and fiction, which they will do 
when their minds are ready. 

All of Prof. Nie’s analysis of the emotion- 
al development of our children as well as that 


of every other student of children, emphasizes 
the fact that there is a time for everything. 
We do no good by forcing, so we may as well 
relax and remember that most behavior prob- 
lems will solve themselves if given sympathet- 
ic treatment and enough time. 

We parents are not the only ones who be- 
come too rigid. The staff of the Kirshbaum 
Kiddy Kamp, in its desire to provide the best 
possible teaching, met with a kindergarten ex- 
pert at one time to talk over techniques. Some- 
one brought up the difficulty of getting five- 
year-old to quiet down when they first come 
into the classroom. 

“They cannot be expected to be quiet when 
they first come in, at that age,’ was the reply. 
“They have been rushed to get dressed, rushed 
to eat their breakfasts, rushed out to the car, 
and into the classroom. But they have never 
before had so much regimentation. They can- 
not be expected to play quietly.:They have to 
run free for a while. If they may play hard 
outdoors or in the gym, the tensions are re- 
leased, and they are ready to sit down and 
do the quiet things.” 

Incorporating that recognition into the 
planning of the school day helped the early 
morning discipline problem solve itself. 

There is no doubt that rearing a family is 


no easy job. But it is a challenge.

The Editor's Chair, 


THE DEMAND of the Brook- 
lyn Jewish Comunity Council as 
printed in last week’s issue, and 
the new resoluntion passed by 
about half of the B’nai B'rith 
lodges in Indiana, on the B’nai 
B'rith action in the case of the 
American Jewish Conference, 
both spring from understandable 
causes. Many people are thor- 
oughly wrought up about the in- 
evitable dissolution of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference. 


But 








the Conference cannot at 
this point be revived. And the 
demand of the Brooklyn group 
that the Conference be revived as 
is, with the membership as ob- 
tained say for the fourth session, 


both of national organizations 
and local groups, is unrealistic. 
The Brooklyn group has for- 


gotten that the Conference as it 
went into the fourth session was 
already pretty much of a failure. 
The conflict between the demands 
of the national organizations and 
their affiliates and those of the 
community delegates had ended 
in a four-year stalemate. It was 
for this reason that a new and 
broader Assembly was projected. 

This new Assembly. under the 
Eisendrath Plan which the B’nai 
B'rith tought for and demanded 
at the ‘rurth session in Chicago, 
would have had no chance of suc- 
cess in the eyes of many obser- 
vers, including this paper. 

So if we get the proper histori- 
cal context, then it becomes ob- 
vious why resuming the Confer- 
ence, even if it could be arranged, 
is not even desirable. 

The resolution passed recent- 
lv by the B'nai B'rith lodges is 
indicative and welcome. It shows 
that there was considerable feel- 
ing throughout. the country for a 
overall democratic Jewish As- 
sembly. 

It is the task then of those who 
agree with the need for some kind 
of overall, democratic agency in 
American Jewish life to direct 
their thinking along constructive 
lines. It will take time before a 
mature plan backed by real lea- 
dership can be evolved. At this 
point no such plan and no such 
leadership is in the offing. In 
fact the possibilities look slim- 
mer now than at anytime, 

This however, is a normal re- 
action. The Post hopes that some- 
how a new idea will spring up 
and catch on. That it will have 
to be done without the national 
organizations is obvious too. The 
question is how anl from whom?” 
We hope it will be answered soon. 

Backward thinking will get us 
nowhere. What is needed is a 
fresh start, new ideas, and a con- 
stant keeping of the point boiling, 
not a reversion to the past. “All 
the King’s horses and all the 
king’s men couldn’t put Humoty- 
Dumpty back to gether agin.” 











THIS WEEK the Passover 
week--all Jewish papers could 
have been featuring editorials 
commenting on the fruition of 
the 2000-year-old dream of the 
rebuilding of Zion. 

But international and Palestin- 
ian events are more gloomy than 
ever. Events at the UN at this 
writing are in the worst muddle 
in that organization’s short his- 
tory. From Palestine, the news 
of the strife grows more _ dis- 
heartening. 

All that is left is the strength 
and resistance of the Palestine 
Jewish community, and faith in 
God. 

But that strength and that re- 
sistance, with God’s help, will 
prove sufficient. Someway, some- 
how, God will find a way to make 
the dream of the Jewish state 
become a reality. Our prayer is 
that that moment arrive soon, 
and bring to an end as quickly 
as possible the letting of preci- 
ous blood. 


‘THE COLUMN 
WITHOUT A NAME 


Miracle of recovery of Rabbi 
George Lieberman told in letter 
to Rabbi Jerome Folkman by Le- 
Roy Morris— - 


Dear Rabbi Folkman: 

You remember, I know, the 
tragic story of the train wreck 
last year near Altoona, and_ the 
heroic rabbi who insisted that all 
Passengers be carried to safety 
while he prayed aloud, even 
though pinned, cruelly and help- 
lessly, beneath the wreckage him- 
self. Only when all others had 
been rescued would he allow him- 
self to be lifted out. 


This great story has an after- 
math, which is so inspiring that 
I cannot refrain from writing it 
to you. 

The rabbi is George Lieberman, 
of Canton, Ohio, After his rescue 
doctors first hoped that his life 
might be saved. It was. Then they 
hoped they might prevent ampu- 
tation of his legs. They succeed- 
ed, but informed the Rabbi that it 
was doubtful if he would ever 
walk again. 

Friends and doctors next sug- 
gested that the Rabbi recuperate 
in Tucson, Arizona, and the Rab- 
bi and his wife went there. (The 
Rabbi wanted to take a train, but 
they finally went by plane.) 

Rabbi Lieberman was hospital- 
ized in Tucson, and there began 
one of the most inspiring battles 
to regain health that I have ever 
heard. He entered the hospital a 
hopelessly crippled man. But 
around him said the Rabbi, were 
many in far worse condition than 
he himself. Yet the hospital was, 
full always, of a radiant good 
cheer and a sympathetic friendli- 
ness. 

“Maybe it was the wonderful 
sunshine, or perhaps just the 
courage of the people there,” said 
the Rabbi, “But I began to feel 
uplifted in the midst of those 
people.” 

There followed a series of op- 
erations and finally the Rabbi and 
his wife moved into a small but 
lovely and cheerful home in Tuc- 
son. From all over the world, 
from Jew and Gentile came mes- 
sages and gifts. Boxes of candy 
came in such quantities that the 
Rabbi was able to share his gifts 
with the Tucson hospitals. He 
gained strength. 

When we heard that the Lieber- 
mans were in Tucson we tele- 
phoned and asked if we might 
come over, as Helen (my wife) 
had met him during a state meet- 
ing of the Council. We rang the 
bell and the door was opened by 
a beaming youngish man walking 
with the aid of a cane. It was 
Rabbi Lieberman, happy to see 
us, and overjoyed that he had

Rabbi Kronish’s Letter 


ABBI LEON KRONISH’S letter in the 

Freedom of the Press section of this is- 

sue fits many incidents of recent years into 

a common pattern. The Post finds no fault

Before however these critics begin to make 
known their position, it should. be emphasized 
that the emergence of an American type of 
Judaism, or the setting up of a minimum code 
of observance in no way means the watering 
down of Judaism, the death of American Jew- 
ish scholarship, or, as at least one woman jour:

vah used to be a maximum; now it is mon 
or less of a minimum. 


The analogy is clear. Does a minimum com 
of observance necessarily obviate maximyn 
observance? Of course not. It is merely a guide 
In the ghetto, with our parents, such a minj 
mum code was unnecessary. Today with all 
the confusion, a minimum code is an urgent 
necessity. 


Of course there are pitfalls, and Of cour 
we’re far from the point where we can fy 
complacent about the condition of Judaism jp 
the United States, but these warnings do not 
mean that thereby we cannot be evolving g 
philosophy for a Judaism, which like Polish 
Judaism or Spanish Judaism, was native tg 
the lands in which they sprang up. 


Nothing Wrong In Controls In The Jewish Group 


The Jewish community seems to have swal- 
lowed the red herring thrown across the trail 
of order and unity in American Jewish or: 
ganizational life that because the Jewish com- 
munity is made up of voluntary associations, 
it is impossible to impose any controls of any 
kind. 

This is the false logic being spread by those 
national organizations which wish to avoid any 
kind of responsibility except to themselves, 

The claim of these national Jewish 
organizations actually equates democracy 
with chaos, when in truth democracy im- 
poses controls in the same manner as does 
fascism or communism. The difference is that 
the controls are voted freely by the people on 
the one hand, and ordered by a ruling class 
in the other. 

What then are the democratic controls that 
could be used effectively in the Jewish group? 

Because in a democracy freedom of speech 
is the strongest control possible, revolution- 
ists seize the radio stations first. That is why 
fascism or communism controls the press so 
tightly. 

Yet in the Jewish group, the Jewish com- 
munity of five million in the United States, ex- 


cept in the declining Yiddish group, there js 
almost no freedom of the press. The Zion, 
ists have their publication, the American Jey. 
ish Committee has its publication, the Amen 
ican Jewish Congress, and so forth, their pub 
lications. In none of these publications is the 
parent organization ever criticized, whether 
that criticism is constructive or not. Almost 
nowhere is there a place where independent 
criticism is possible, where Jewish public opin. 
ion can be created, can be reflected. 

So that, when in Cincinnati at the meeting 
of the National Community Relations Advis. 
ory Council, any discussion takes place or pa 
pers are read, which are significant, they 
should be published immediately. The same jg 
true for meetings of all Jewish groups whose 
support comes from the community or who at. 
tempts to dominate that community. Report 
ers from every Anglo-Jewish paper should be 
welcomed and nothing, where at all possible, 
be held “off the record.” 

There is nothing wrong in national organ 
izations. There is nothing wrong with controls, 
The wrong is in undemocratic control. The

Church and State in Palestine 


R*S BERYL D. COHON’S concern, as 
expressed in a letter to the Freedom of 
the Press section of this issue, for the prin- 
cipal of the separation of the Church and the 
State in Palestine, has been voiced in other 
quarters, and is perhaps from this vantage 
point, well-warranted. 

But as The Post sees it, this problem will 
solve itself in the daily living in Palestine by 
Jews. 

Recently there was a big uproar in relig- 
ious circles in Palestine. One of the national 
labor groups had arranged a dance festival 
for Friday night, All over Palestine spectators 
and participants were to be seen returning 
home in automobiles on the Sabbath. 

The religious groups were outraged. Tech- 
nically they were able to point out that since 
the festival took place on Jewish National 
Fund land, it was in violation of the proscrip- 
tion of the JNF that its land shall not be 
used for secular affairs on the Sabbath. 

The labor group pointed out that the fes- 
tival was not that type of affair which is con- 
noted by the term dancing in the United 
States, and waS more in the nature of an 
Oneg Shabbat, or cultural type of event. 

Out of conflicts like this, out of the neces- 


sity for daily living with the laws of Ortho 
doxy, and out of the amalgam of present-day 
Jewish Palestine with its freethinkers, its 
Orthodox, its Reform and its atheists, will 
evolve a type of Judaism peculiar to Pales- 
tine and far different from that practiced in 
the ghettoes, and different from that prac 
ticed in the United States, 

In Palestine the problems will be worked 
out, and in that respect many of the com 
flicts that have over the years become in 
herent in Orthodox Judaism (shall a man who 
lives miles away from services drive to them 
on the Sabbath?) will be solved, and solved per- 
haps for Jews in other lands too. 

It is doubtful if any religious judicial body 
in Palestine will ever be universally accepted 
by Jews outside of Palestine. The Orthodox 
may accept the rulings of whatever agency is 
set up, but in the same manner the Reform 
group, whose strength is not in Palestine, will 
feel that these decisions are binding on Pak 
estine Jews alone. 

Still it is too early to say “Out of Zion 
will go forth the Law,” is standard belief, for 
both Orthodox and Reform still believe that 
the religious genius of the Jew can once more 
be recaptured in Palestine.

Roman Diary 
OME, Tuesday, March 30: 


yesterday morning I telephoned chief Rabbi David Pratto, 
put his son, Jonathan, answered. Jonathan is a lawyer in Jeru- 
salem, and is now in Italy at a mission. Then I telephoned the 
Jewish Agency, made an appointment and walked for an hour, 
asking my way through~in Italian—and learning a new word with 
each answer—to Via Reno, 3. 

At noon I was at Via Catalana 3, facing the old synagogue 
which Rabbi Morris Kertzer reopened after the liberation, without 
realizing that I was right in the ancient Roman Ghetto which has 
peen there since the Jews first came to Rome under Emperor 
Pompey. There I was shown a cable I had sent to the Jewish Agen- 
cy from the beat, informing them that James MacDonald would 
end a week in Rome and suggesting they utilize his presetnee. 

Then I went to the Via Catalina 1 to Rabbi Pratto. In a brief 
interview I asked him if he would like to meet with MacDonald, 
and suggested it was desirable that Cantoni (president of the Jew- 
jsh Communities of Italy) should be present. Then Jonathan 
came in and we agreed to meet later in the day.

AT FIVE IN THE afternoon, Jonathan and his lovely Stuttgart- 
porn wife came up to my hotel and took me around to show me 
the sights of Rome and to talk Zionism. We wound up on a ter- 
race of a cafe dringing “espresso” (Italian black coffee) with cakes, 
and I noticed we were close to the Hotel Excelsior where MacDonald 
‘was staying. 

I suggested we go in and see if he was in, or at least to 
leave a message. We found him in the lobby with Mrs. Mac- 
Donald and three strangers. When he introduced them, I 
nearly keeled over. One was old and venerable Dante Lattis, 
who stood with Herzl at the cradle of the Zionist movement at 
a time when no Italian Jew would hear of it; another was 
Cantoni, the famous Cantoni; and a young clean-cut chap who 
acted as an interpreter. 

Cantoni can speak only French outside of his native Italian. 
With Lattis I exchanged a few remarks in Hebrew, “I have heard 
so much about you,” I said. “Well, I am an old man now,” he said, 

So here was Cantoni, just as he has been described to me 
slovenly, tremendously energetic, sizzling, boiling, rearing, ex- 
plosive, self-denying, fanatically Zionist and almost as fanati- 
eally a political liberal, warm hearted, generous, impulsive 
Rafael Canoni. He was born in Venice, the scion of a long line 
Sephardic Jews, but himself an old bachelor, a fiery orator, 
put like so many orators, devoid of any sense of humor. 

It transpired that soon after my visit the Chief Rabbi phoned 
Cantoni, and Cantoni lost no time in trying to see MacDonald— 
Cantoni never loses any time. He needed no introduction to Mac- 
Donald, whom he met when he testified before the Anglo-American 
Committee at Geneva. 

The Committee had ruled that there was to be nq more testi- 
mony and that Cant@hi was too late. But he succeeded in crashing 
the gate and getting a hearing. You can’t stop Cantoni, not 
even Mussolini could stop him from open anti-faseist activities 
and he finally had to be interned. When he was liberated, he lost 
no time—Cantoni never loses any time—in rushing to Geneva 
to testify.

MacDonald evidently had a liking for Cantoni and kidded him 
a bit. But Cantoni always took it seriously and exploded into 
explanations. He went to great lengths of Italian oratory to as- 
sure MacDonald that he ‘had no influence with the Vatican and 
why he could not be helpful in arranging an audience with His 
Holiness. Finally we decided that humor was not international 
and that Italian humor differed from American.

“MR. CANTONI,” MacDonald asked, “outside of working 
for the Jewish people, what do you do?” Cantoni reported that 
after the liberation, he was made Commissioner of Finance for 
Italy, but the Allied general found he was always too tired. 
“Cantoni,” he told him, “you will hmve to choose between work- 
ing as Finance Commissioner and working for the Jews.” Se 
Cantoni gave up his position as Commissioner of Finance. 

“Mr, MacDonald,” says Cantoni,” in spite of the policy of your 
government, we should like you to address our Jewish community.” 
It was arranged to have Mr. MacDonald speak on Friday night 
at the synagogue at Via Catalana. 

I asked the nice clean-cut young man who acted as an inter- 
preter, and whose name was Becker, who he represented. “The 
World Jewish Congress,” he replied. “Then we are enemies,” I 
said. Cantoni exploded. MacDonald warned me not to joke across 
boundaries. Becker said he knew all about my crusade against the 
Congress. Cantoni demanded to know why. When I offered ex- 
planations, he offered some more explosions about unity and to- 
Operation and the abuse of the term “democracy.” But both he 
and Becker took me to my hotel, Becker offering to take me to 
the Arch of Titus any time I was ready,

The New York Board of Rabbis then made its 
first step into the field of private hospitals by ap 
pointment of Rabbi Harry M. Katzen as the Jew: 
ish chaplain for the Brooklyn hospital, with official 
stalus on the hospital staff.

Rabbi Gordon said the chaplains have received 
a warm welcome from superintendents, medical qj.

He said that such remarks as “we have been 
waiting to see a rabbi a long time”’—“If you were 
only here to help my wife when she was in the 
hospital”—“Rabbi, you add years to my life”—are 
typical of some of the patients’ comments. 

“Tt was through the efforts of the Board’s 
chaplaincy program that during the. past Cha 
nukah season many hospitals, for the first time 
in their existence, witnessed the traditional light. 
ing of the Menorah and the distribution of 
gifis,” Rabbi Gordon said. 

“At Purim time, the chaplaincy coordinator chan. 
nels programs to various institutions and at Pass. 
over, some of our chaplains will conduct Sedarim 
in their hospitals,” he said.
